Ship Sinks 
n Hurricane; 
Fear 100 Die 


STRANRAER, Scotland (/P) 
-T h e British steamer Princess 
Victoria capsized and sank in a 
hurricane t o d a y , carrying an 
estimated 100 to 130 persons to 
their deaths in raging seas off 
the North Irish coast. 
The first exhausted survivors 
of 183 aboard were landed at 
Donaghadec, North I r e l a n d 
coast town 15 miles from Belfast, 
but their number was not disclosed 
immediately. 
They said the 2,694 ton Princess 
Victoria went down very quickly, wt 
about 3 pan. 
The British destroyer Contest mes­ 
saged she had picked up other sur­ 
vivors, but did not give the number. 
Four merchant ships were with the 
Contest. 
8everal airplanes, reported to in­ 
clude an American aircraft, were 
helping spot survivors by dropping 
flares in the dark. By the time life­ 
boats came into the light of the 
flares, however, the survivors usually 
tad disappeared in the boiling sea. 
The Princess Victoria, a car-ferry 
owned by the British Railways and 
operating on the 36 mile run be­ 
tween this Scottish port and Larne, 
Northern Ireland, was caught in a 
113 mile an hour hurricane that 
swept the Irish Sea and Scotland. 
Mountainous seas threw her on 
her side at a 36 degree list. Water 
poured into her engine room and 
swamped one side of her deck. 
The master, James Ferguson of 
Stranraer, sent out an SOB and gave 
orders to abandon ship in the boil­ 
ing seas. Many rescue chips rushed 
to the scene about 12 miles off Port 
Patrick.

By CHARLES N. EISCHEN 
Two new wonders of the world 
ippear to have been uncovered in 
the Marin recorder’s office in the 
form of photostat and microfilm 
machines which have saved weary 
taxpayers more than $36,000 in about 
16 months. 
"And besides that.” smiles Record­ 
er Noel Qiacomini, "they'll save 
more money for the county each 
year as the work increases.” 
The unusual phenomenon of cut­ 
ting costs at a time when th^gen- 
eral trend is toward skyrocketing 
fees and charges, started when Gia­ 
comini sold county supervisors on 
the idea of installing of the $12,000 
photostat machine.

Mushroom Poison 
m 
Time Is Here, . ' 
Health Dept. Warns 
A warning against the possibility 
of mushroom poisoning has been is­ 
sued by the Marin county Health 
Department since the beginning of 
mushroom season. 
Mushroom poisoning can be miser­ 
able and sometimes fatal, even when 
the fungi are completely cooked, ac­ 
cording to the health department. 
Althugh there is some difference 
In color and shape between the 
poisonous species and the edible 
ones, often only a trained mycologist 
can make the distinction between 
the two. 
A’ first-aid textbok will give di­ 
rections for cases of such poisoning, 
but the health department advises 
the public to eat only those grown 
for food, and refrain from picking 
the plants in the fields.

"But now,” 1« added, “we can 
photograph and add the documents 
to our records at a cost of about 14 
cents each.” 
And as more than 55,000 legal 
briefs have been processed through 
the recorder’s office since the ma­ 
chine was installed. Giacomini feels 
the county has saved $36,379 by 
photostating. 
But within the last few months 
another economy move was made 
which is expected to boost the frug­ 
ality of the recorder’s office. 
It was the addition of a $2,700 
microfilm machine “which to cap­ 
able of reproducing three large 
record books on one small roll of 
film” 
The cost of s roll of film is $6.50. 


FILM STORES RECORDS 
The work of the microfilm ma­ 
chine will also show up in the future 
in the form of preserving and stor­ 
ing records. 
Soon supervisors will have to look 
for larger quarters for county offices, 
but Giacomini believes m at repro­ 
ducing recorders Alias on film may 
save valuable storage space otherwise 
needed for king-sized volumes. 
Giacomini siso reels the microfilm 
records may prevent loss of valuable 
documents through fire or a 
like the earthquake of 1966. He may 
later present a plan whereby he 
would send Marin records to another 
city in the United States, less vul- 
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nerable to attack by unfriendly 
planes and ships. 
He bases the drift to preserve rec­ 
ords on three purposes believed to 
be primary for the county recorder’s 
office. Giacomini said: 
"The responsibility and import­ 
ance of the work becomes clear 
when you consider the value of land, 
! homes and business properties with­ 
in the county, and understand that 
| the county recorder must record and 
; protect individual ownerships and 
i vested titles to property.”

Another purpose of recording, Oia- 
I comini said, is to protect the fin­ 
ancier, investor, money lender and 
creditor as he loans money secured 
by real property. 
The third objective is to establish 
legally all claims, liens, judgments 
or awards whether voluntary or in­ 
voluntary, whether beneficial ox ad­ 
verse, which may be recorded as a 
legal remedy of a specific situation, 
Giacomini said. 
But there’s also a more human 
side to the recorder’s office. 
It’s here that all birth certificates 
are kept as weU as marriage licenses, 
servicemen’s discharges, and citiz«- 
ship papers 
Anyone who has had the misfor­ 
tune to lose a birth certificate or 
military discharge when it’s needed 
can understand the value of having 
a copy of the document on file at 
the courthouse. 
CAN'T MAKE ERRORS 
Of equal importance is knowledge 
that an accurate copy of the docu­ 
ment is on record. When speaking

It contains the basis for a "gentle­ 
men’s agreement” by which the 
board will grant the county a license 
of six or seven months to reopen 
and use the old county road that by­ 
passes the high school white the 
ncau«ZQadL-,te., xer,(instructed. The 
county would assume the entire ob­ 
ligation of maintaining the road, 
while the school board reserves the 
right to concurrent use of the road 
during that period. 
Under the agreement the county 
would not proceed with previous 
condemnation proceedings to recover 
the old right of way “unless and 
until every reasonable effort has 
been made to relocate said highway 
off of the campus.”

Construction on a multi-million dollar, 4000-home develop­ 
ment on a 1,200 acre tract north of San Rafael will be started in 
April. 
Builders will be the Goheen-Travis Corporation which de­ 
veloped the 400 home Sycamore subdivision in Mill Valley after 
the war. Prospective purchase was first revealed in the Inde- 
pendent-Journal on December 17. 
A contract for purchase of the former Freitas ranch on the 
west side of Highway 101 was signed on January 15 by the Freitas 
family and George Goheen. 
Provisions of the contract call for progressive purchase of 
large parcels of land until the entire*- 
area is in the hands of the Goheen- 
Travis Corporation, according to 
Carlos Freitas. There are several 
hundred acres to the parcel. First 
deeds will be filed on March 1. 
Although neither parties to the 
agreement would reveal the purchase 
price, a reliable source said it is 
in the neighborhood of three million 
dollars. 
Edmond C. Travis, Sausalito part­ 
ner in the corporation,'said the huge 
development will probably be known 
as “Terralinda”, Spanish for beauti­ 
ful land. It will have its own school, 
several shopping districts, parks, 
playgrounds and downtown business 
area.

5 Perhaps the supervisors are planning to equip 
their chambers with old mag acmes, like doctors 
do, so that people waiting for appointments 
will have something to do. 
Inconvenience is not the whole story. Super­ 
visors can not expect the public to wait around 
through the dinner hour to be heard or to hear, 
even if the supervisors think they can. 
* The supervisors, however, can't continue 
working effectively on that sort of schedule. 
T We have a recent example of that, just a 
month ago at a late session, after the press and 
everyone else had gone home, the board de­ 
rided to appoint a new road commission«'. 
They didn’t consult their district attorney as 


to proper procedure, in fact no one even 
thought to ask. Everyone was probably too tired 
and just wanted to get it out of the way. 
Result is that they must do it all over again. 
They have to hold a new public hearing and 
make the appointment anew. If they don’t, the 
county will lose $350,000 a year in state high­ 
way funds. 


What can be done about these extended ses­ 
sions? 
First, starting the meetings on time would 
help. Last year's board voted to start the meet­ 
ings at 9 a. m. This year’s hasn’t expressed a 
policy, hut it appears they intended to do the 
same. Difference is that the meetings don't start 
until about 9:20 or 9:30. Members don’t arrive 
on time and, when they do, they sit around un­ 
til they get ready to start. 
Secondly, too much time is spent in triviali­ 
ties. Chairman William Fussclman can do much 
to cut down this sort of thing if he will grasp 
the gavel more firmly. 
Thirdly, cut down the lunch hour. Everyone 
needs a good lunch hour. But that is not the 
time for field trips—especially when people are 
wailing in the chambers to be heard. 
Work of being a tuperivsor has increased 
tremendously in the last 10 yean. In recognition 
of this fact, Marin's assemblyman and senator 
have introduced bills in the legislature to raise 
the supervisors' pay. 
To show appreciation for such recognition, 
the least the supervisors can do is to conduct 
their meetings so that the public it given a real 
chance to hear and be heard. 
Only one facet of this is that meetings should 
not be extended past the usual 5 p. m. quitting 
time.

Furor Stirred By Charge Of 
$20,000,000 Jobless Fraud 


By HENRY C. MAC ARTHUR 
SACRAMENTO (CN8)—A furor 
has been stirred up over the alle­ 
gation that something like $20,000,- 
000 was paid on fraudulent claims 
out of the California unemploy­ 
ment insurance fund during 1952. 
The allegation was made by 
William A. Burkett, Sacramento. 
Ha heads s business devoted to 
advising employers of their rights 
under the unemployment insur­ 
ance act and showing them how to 
avoid charges to their reserve ac­ 
counts in case they believe claims 
are made on a fraudulent basis. 
Burkett says that his computa­ 
tions were arrived at as the result 
of a letter from Jam » G. Bryant, 
director of the department of em­ 
ployment. This is the agency re-, 
sponsible for 11» payment of such 
claims. 
• 
BRYANT, of course, denies that 
chiselers got away with anything 
like $20 million. He declares the 
total was closer to $326.000. Most 
of this sum, says he, has been re­ 
covered, or is in the process of 
fcein« recovered 
through 
court 
action. 
One of the Unfortunate things* 
about the payment of unemploy­ 
ment insurance is that nobody wi« 
ever know how much money has 
been paid out to claimants who 
wee on ti» chiseling side of the 
ledger. 
This situation stems in part from 
the fact that, the department, since 
inception of the rid Unemploy­ 
ment Reserves Commission back in 
im , has paid out $1362,113358,81 
to individuals who said they were 
unemployed. Not since the pay­ 
ments started, in 1937, has there 
been an audit of the amounts 
drawn! 


OF COURSE, there is the ques­ 
tion of whether an audit would 
recover fraudulent payments. 
Undoubtedly, aoros would be

brought to light, but even with a 
complete audit, which at the pres­ 
ent time would be virtually im­ 
possible to make, not all of the 
payments made to persons who 
had side jobs, or were not avail­ 
able for work, could be shown. 
The Burkett statement is some­ 
what reminiscent of a statement 
contained in an extensive report 
of unemployment insurance pay­ 
ments. This report was made sev­ 
eral years ago by a senate interim 
committee headed by Senator Fred 
Kraft, of San Diego. 


* THE REPORT indicated that 
during a single year, the Depart­ 
ment of Employment had dis­ 
bursed 130,600.000 to persons who 
were not entitled to compensation 
money. 
The strange thing about these 
continuant recurring' statements 
and charges of large amounts of 
money being paid out illegally, is 
that nobody seems to care, or at 
least, to care enough to take some 
drastic action. 
The Kraft report was dropped 
like a hot potato, for reasons which 
still remain obscure. It is true 
there have been seme changes in 
the law, purportedly tightening up 
the process of payment of unem­ 
ployment insurance ^aimx But 
these changes, unfortunately, ap­ 
parently haven’t pone far enough 
to correct the situation wholly. 


THE DEPARTMENT of Employ­ 
ment has a staff of about 35 men, 
under J. O. Beimel, its chief special 
investigator. It is virtually impos­ 
sible for a staff this small to check 
up on more than half a trillion 
claim» filed annually, secure evi­ 
dence, and present the case# in 
court. 
The staff does the best ti can 
with the personnel and funds it 
has. But from all the evidence 
available, it merely fosse* pebbles 
to dam up the stream.

to make errors in photostating." 
He added that the same accuracy 
can be counted on when records, 
dating back to 1851, are microfilemti 
and stored for many years to come. 
Thr* minimum amount of errors 
possible through this type of re­ 
production will also show up as a 
defense against legal claims. The 
county official points out the record­ 
er's office, is by lair, held liable for 
treble damages for any accident re­ 
sulting from recording errors. 
Though there hasn't been a claim 
against the county recently for a 
recording error, Giacomini admits 
the possibility always exists but is 
less likely to' occur with the photo­ 
stat and mircrofilm machines. 
COST OF FILM, 
The cost of microfilming* the docu­ 
ments is mainly the 16.50 spent for 
100-foot roll of film, frank Haggerty, 
who was a county employee before 
the machine was purchased, is able 
to film one full page of a record 
book in about five to 10 seconds. 
The film is developed by a labora­ 
tory In San Francisco as part of the 
S6.50 purchase price.

sent some persons to hospitals with 
a slight case of the dreaded illness. 
An expanding population and lo 
cal medical facilities also accounts 
for the jump" in the number of still 
births and deaths reported in Marin 
last year, Dr. Haylett stated. 
Stillbirths went up from 19 in 
1951 to 30 in 1962, the medical de­ 
partment report reveals. Deaths in­ 
creased from 608 in 1951 to 720 last 
year. 
Live births totaled 1938 in com­ 
parison to 1992 in the previous year. 
The figures show an increase in 
local hospitalization b e c a u s e ef 
Marin General hospital and open­ 
ings in the two other hospitals in 
the county, the health official added. 
Dr. Haylett said that the county 
was following the state trend in 
births, deaths, and same communi­ 
cable diseases while in others it may 
be below the average. 
“On the whole, Marin seems to 
be a pretty healthy place in which 
to li\e,” she continued. 
The 1951 and 1952 figures on com­ 
municable diseases are: 
Chickenpox, 
572-781; 
German 
measles, 41-113; 
influenza, 1-20; 
whooping cough, 13-«; polfomye- 
litis, 22-»; measles, 967-67; mumps, 
602-491; strep infection, 109-81; tu­ 
berculosis. 48-25; gonorrhea, 41-11; 
syphilis, »-14. 


“We are now entering the third 
year of an intensified year-round 
program of dental health educa­ 
tion,” Dr. Dobbins said. “We realize 
this must be a day-by-day activity, 
and are joining actively in a year- 
round program to urge better den­ 
tal health practices by children and 
parents, both in homes and schools.* 
Dr. James Rideout is soliciting full 
cooperation from those groups which 
have taken active interest in chil­ 
dren’s dental health in the past, 
such as: parent teachers’ associa­ 
tion, junior chamber of commerce, 
the local schools, social and civic 
organizations, and labor and farm 
groups. Plans are being made to 
attend the special dental meeting 
at the St. Francis Hotel in San 
Francisco Monday. 
The entire objective of dental 
health: week is to acquaint teachers, 
parontaf and children everywhere 
with the fact that at least 66 per 
cent of dental decay can be elimi­ 
nated by proper observance of the 
simple rules of dental health, ac­ 
cording to Dobbins.

Jails Stink 
McGee Tells 
Officers Meet 
SAN FRANCISCO C*V-“Califor­ 
nia jails are lousy. They stink.” 
That’s how State Director of Cor­ 
rection Richard A. McGee started 
rapping the California county jail 
system at a meeting yesterday of 
the Bay Counties Peace Officers’ 
Associating at San Quentin. 
“It’s the fault of the, people who 
won’t build jails, or provide per­ 
sonnel,” he said. “Better officers are 
needed as well as better jails.* 
He said the problem was created 
because California never has caught 
up with its population growth. He 
reported there are 143 prisoners for 
every 100 California prisons were 
built to hold.

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$110,000 VOTED 
Novato Dam Claim 
By Builder Settled 


Directors of the North Marin 
Water district voted at their last 
meeting to settle the claim of T. E. 
Connolly, contractor who built the 
Novato creek dam, for $110,000, it 
was learned yesterday. 
This figure is $17,000 in excess of 
the amount approved previously as 
a contractual obligation, but is ap­ 
proximately $60,000 less than Ccn- 
noliey’s original claim. 
Although some water district of­ 
ficials regard the settlement price 
as excessive, they decided to accept 
it as tile best possible compromise 
in order to avoid expensive litiga­ 
tion which, it was estimated, might 
run as high as $12,000 for court costs, 
fees, testimony of expert engineers, 
and other expenses. 


Hollinan Kin 
Named In Suit 
For $55,000 
A 15-year-old Ross youth, whose 
auto collided with a parked car in 
San Rafael last year when he re­ 
portedly feU asleep while driving, 
yesterday was named a defendant 
in a $55,000 damage suit. 
The suit was brought against Ter­ 
rance Hallinan, son of Vincent and 
Vivian Hallinan of Lagunitas road, 
Ross. 
It was filed by Fay Norberg for 
her 15-year-old daughter, Suzanne, 
who was riding with young Halli- 
nan whoa the crash occurred at 
about 1:45 am. on May 30, 1952. 
According to San Rafael police 
the youths were riding on D street 
between Bayview street and San 
Rafael avenue after a school play. 
The car collided with a parked auto 
on D street when the Ross youth 
said “he fell asleep* officers re­ 
port. 
In the action, Mrs. Norberg 
claims young Hallinan should not 
have been driving an auto because 
he was not a licensed driver and “by 
reason of his age and experience 
he was incapable of safely operat­ 
ing a vehicle. 
Moreover, the injured girl's moth­ 
er asserts the driver “knew himself 
to be so sleepy or drowsy that it was 
probable he would fall asleep.* 
Miss Norberg allegely received 
painful injuries to her face and body 
as a result of the mishap. She asks 
$50,000 general damages, and $5,971 
for medical damages. 
Attorneys Gardiner and Riede 
filed the action for Miss Norberg. 
Rev. Prewitt At 
Pastors' Retreat 
Rev. J. F. Prewitt, pastor of 
Calvary Baptist church, Larkspur, 
spent part of last week attending 
a pastor’s retreat at Asilomar. 
Last Sunday he spoke in the 
v First Baptist church in Sebastopol 
and the pastor of that church, Rev. 
Lee La Lone, ministered at Calvary 
Baptist church in Larkspur. 


The dispute over the amount arose 
when the water board tendered final 
payment to the contractor who re­ 
fused to accept R, claiming it was 
inadequate to cover construction 
costs incurred over-and-abovt tin 
contract agreement. 
DEMANDS $86.000 
The tendered payment was for 
about $934)00 which figure included 
$45,000 retainage fees and $47,000 for 
approved extras. Connolly then de­ 
manded an another $56,000 for ad­ 
ditional costs. 
The water district held up pay­ 
ment and since that time negotia­ 
tions have been conducted sporadi­ 
cally between the parties in an ef­ 
fort to reach agreement. 
Connolly has counter-claimed that 
much of the Increased cost was due 
to delays caused by the water dis­ 
trict engineers, the Clyde C, Ken­ 
nedy firm. It was this counter-claim^ 
that prompted the district to refrain 
from legal action against Connolly, 
according to Attorney Harold Riede, 
because of the possible difficulty in 
disproving it in court. The district 
was similarly advised by the .engi­ 
neering firm of Blackie and Woods, 
called in as consultants in the dis­ 
pute and who recommended the 
$110,000 settlement, according to a 
statement by a water district offi­ 
cial at a recent water board meet­ 
ing. 
Connolly’s claims included costs 
for excess rolling, compaction, haul­ 
ing and excess cement in the con­ 
struction of the spillway. Extra 
hauling was required by state offi­ 
cials. 
DESIGN DISPUTED 
Delays In construction were caused 
by disagreements as to the design 
of the dam between Connolly and 
the district’s engineers according to 
a water district official. 
The dam was built at a total cost 
of $515,564. Another $200,000 was 
spent for land acquisition and the 
original cost to the district of the 
old water company was $60,000. 
Some $234,000 is being expended 
on the construction of the new filter 
plant. Funds for these expenditures 
were raised by two bond issues total­ 
ling $2,000,000. Further expenditures 
will be made for a distribution sys­ 
tem and storage tanks as well as 
for new quarters to house water dis­ 
trict offices. 
Another fifteen feet will be added 
to the height of the dam with con­ 
struction to commence in mid-July 
it state officials give the go-ahead 
in time. This addition will give the 
present dam its maximum capacity. 
Payment of the settled claim will 
be made this week; releases from 
Connolly having been signed, it was 
announced.

New Books At Marin Library

Some of photography’s greatest 
thrills come in the process of de­ 
veloping and printing your own 
negatives. An elaborate darkroom 
is not a necessity; a permanent 
darkroom is a convenience but a 
workable darkroom can be impro­ 
vised to yield satisfactory results 
in any home or apartment. Cellars, 
kitchens and bathrooms get first 
preference because they have the 
decided 
advantage 
of 
running 
water. But all the work has been 
successfully 
accomplished 
in 
a 
large closet. 


There are some phases of loading 
panchromatic film for development 
that demand absolute darkness. 
This is where a closet can be used 
or a cellar oomer. If much work 
is contemplated then it might be 
worth while to resurrect the old 
wartime 
blackout 
curtains 
fee* 
kitchen or bathroom. Once the 
pan films are enclosed in the 
lightproof tank the actual devel­ 
oping process can be done in nor­ 
mal light, by “time and tempera­ 
ture,** as the expression goes. It 
means merely following an accur­ 
ate schedule of so many minutes 
developing time for a specific solu* 
tion at a specific temperature. The 
recommended temperature is usual­ 
ly 6*% and each developer or 
formula has its own set of in­ 
structions. 
ARE SOME fans - I’m 
them—who prefer to

not among 
develop roll film in trays, see-saw­ 
ing the film through the solution 
by hand for the entire time. Its 
advantage for beginners is that 
when you 
use 
Verichrome 
or 
Plenachrome film, you can see 
what you are doing under a rid 
safeUght. Panchromatic film, how­ 
ever, must still be handled in com­ 
pete darkness even in tray de­ 
velopment. 
Whether you use pan or tray, it 
would be a good investment for a 
first-timer to practice on a roll of 
Him 
In 
light. 
Perhaps 
y o ur 
camera store has an out-dated roll 
you can have, otherwise use a new 
roll without shooting. You’ll get 
the feel of the spiralling film as it 
unwinds and see where the paper is 
attached for backing and the 
difference between the emulsion 
sod the glossy side. Then you can 
thread it Into the tank reel until 
you can do it with your eyes shut. 
Or attach slips to both ends and 
learn to loop it in the middle with 
the emulsion side inside for tray 
development. 
Without this prior practice, a be­ 
ginner is likely to spoil his first 
roll with fingerprints, scratches or 
she«» aggravation. It is surprising 
how easy it is to manage subse­ 
quent film once you have con­ 
quered the first stubborn roll or 
two. You can also work alongside 
a darkroom veteran to overcome 
the first difficulties.

A former Marin resident, Norbert F. Dougherty, takes a look at 
the world and the country in which he lives, its (population, religion, 
education, politics and economics—ami finds them all wanting. 
Dougherty, who formerly lived 
at 12 Redding Way in the Bret 
Harte area of San Rafael, wrote 
this book while still a county resi­ 
dent. He lived there from August 
1048 to last June, when he moved 
back to his old home in Tiffin, 
Ohio. 
During this time he was a mem­ 
ber of the San Rafael Tree Com­ 
mission, helped organize the Bret 
Harte Civic association and the 
San Rafael Unitarian Fellowship. 
He is a former director of indus­ 
trial relations for the General 
Motors corporation. 
IN A CALM, unhysterlcal intro­ 
duction, Dougherty lays out the 
problems which face the world 
and the nation today. He swings 
into his first chapter on eco­ 
nomics in the same vein, carrying 
his reader easily along in an in­ 
teresting fashion. 
Then he seems to change. Step 
by step he manages to tread on 
practically everyone’s toes. Those 
who believe as he does that the

present trend of our economics 
toward a welfare state should be 
halted for a return to unfettered 
free enterprise, may lose their en­ 
thusiasm for him in his chap­ 
ter on Christianity—which he com­ 
pares with Communism as an evil 
influence, while questioning even 
the existence of Jesus.

4 money to aid other nations be­ 
cause they will learn to protect 
their health, will over-populate 
even faster and add to the present 
problem. 
Then there are chapters on 
politics—‘‘our vaunted representa­ 
tive 
government 
has 
been 
#o 
tampered with that it has become 
a dictatorship”; F r a n k l i n D 
Roosevelt—“It was one of the great 
tragedies that Franklin Roosevelt 
should have become, in 1032, head 
of the greatest country in all his­ 
tory”; and a conclusion, which 
brings in Harry Truman and sums 
up the whole horrible situation. 
If a reader should complete the 
book, he faces one of the dimmest 
outlooks possible for man. Dough­ 
erty sees many problems and few 
solutions. He thinks “leadership, 
fortified by great courage and 
honesty” will do the Job, 
"Nothing is impossible unless 
thinking makes it so,” the author 
concludes. 
Dougherty might well check Ws 
own thinking.

Vital To Good Gardening 


Plant Lusty Shasta Daisies 
This Month For Early Bloom

with owners who have at least a 
rudimentary Idea of soil and its 
proper use, 
A working under­ 
standing of one’s particular soil is 
the single, vital foundation of good 
gardening, 
l a the first place, soil consists of 
two things; mineral particles form­ 
ed by the slow breakdown of rocks, 
and organic particles caused by the 
decay of plant and animal Wfe. 
Most soils contain a proportion of 
eadL 
THE DEGREE of disintegration 
of the rock frequently determine« 
th e quality of the soil for garden 
purposes. A coarse sand, for in­ 
stance, permits quick drainage, 
allows nutrients to leach away and 
la apt to be lass fertile than de­ 
sirable. 
On the other hand, a 
heavy clay soil retains moisture, 
excludes sir and is usually difficult 
to handle. A soil somewhere be­ 
tween these two, rich in organic 
matter, neither too light nor too 
heavy, is generally to be desired. 
Most plants are fed by mineral 
organic nutrients dissolved in 
water* eo it is important that acAe 
have a certain amount of water- 
holding 
capacity. 
Air 
is 
also 
essential to the roots. Soil should 
be regarded simply as a medium 
to brace a plant’s roots and be a 
conveyor of food which will make 
it grow. 
FOOD CAN BE given to plants 
In two ways; by supplying the soil 
with organic elements and de­ 
pending on natural proceases, like 
rain, snow, frost, bacterial action 
t r translate it into food, or by sup­ 
plying the soil 
with 
chemical 
fertilisers. 
Most gardeners use both, work­ 
ing with manures, compost, humus, 
bone meal, peat mom, and other 
subciances which improve the tex­ 
ture of soils as wen as provide 
plant food. Then they supplement 
with chemical fertiliser«, most of 
which contain, in formula, nitro­ 
gen, phosphoric acid and potash, 
phis ’ trace minerals.* 


New Killers 
Tested For 
Poison Oak 


If you just itch to get rid of 
poison oak you can be encouraged 
by the results of reeent tests to 
kid the weed. 
Two types of herbicides tested at 
the Davis campus of the Univer­

promise of knocking out the noxi­ 
ous plant. 
The experimenters, Oliver T. 
Leonard, assistant botanist at the 
University and Lem Osborn, Yuba 
Oeurdf farm advisor used mixtures 
of 2, 4-D and 2, 4, 5-T, hormone- 
type weed killers.

treated in I960 and 1061 on plots of 
h M a t a ranch in Yuha County. 
The test plots, laid out in an area 
that had been burned repeatedly in 
past years, were sprayed with one 
to four pounds of mixtures of the 
herbicides per acre.

Good gardening starts here with so»! care 


The fertility of most soils depends 
almost entirely, however, on the 
presence 
of 
the 
three named, 
especially nitrogen. Some crops re­ 
quire more nitrogen than others— 
particularly leaf crops. Potash is 
essential in stimulating root crops. 
The percentage of each nutrient is 
Indicated In formula* printed on 
containers of commercial ferti­ 
lisers, as 5-10-6,, showing in order 
the nitrogen, phosphorus and pot­ 
ash content. 
If you harvest a crop or cut 
flowers, it is necessary to fertilise, 
because food reserves in the ground 
are being removed 
(as they are 
when you sweep the iawa after 
mowing.) 
SOILS RANGE, depending on 
many factors, from acid to alka­ 
line. Most plants thrive best in al­ 
most neutral soils, from slightly 
acid to slightly alkaline. 
It is 
wise to ftod out the degree of your 
soil and to pick your plants to 
meet it. However, if you wish to 
change the factor on a small basis, 
aluminum sulphate creates acidity, 
periodic applications of lime (agri­ 
c u ltu ra l lime lasts longer than 
powdered) will increase the alka­ 
linity. 
It’s expensive to try to 
make major changes, 
DRAINAGE of soil is another 
concern of the gardener.

U.C. Botany Prof 
Has New Textbook 
“Plant Anatomy," a new text­ 
book written by Katherine Esau, 
professor of botany on the Davis 
campus of the University of Cali­ 
fornia, wil be published this month 
by John Wiley & Sons, Inc. 
The book has been planned pri­ 
marily for advanced students of 
plant science and teachers of plant 
anatomy, acording to Dr. Esau. 
Cells, tissues, and plant organs, in­

She was president of the Botanical 
Society of America in 1961. 


When Luther Burbank applied 
his wizardry to the lowly 
daisy 
family, and gave us the shasta 
daisy we know today, he earned 
the gratitude of every 
gardener 
who likes to get results the easy 
way. Few other plant« so abun­ 
dantly repay a minimum of care. 
Still most popular of the shasta 
daisies, according to the Bedding 
Plant advisory board, are the Alas­ 
ka and other single-flowered vari­ 
eties, with their strong wiry stem« 
and wide-flung petals dancing out 
from a heart of pure gold. They 
stand about 18 inches high in their 
stocking feet. Planted in rows, they 
will mount guard like grenadiers 
along a garden path and are a 
standby for edging sunny borders. 
You also will find plantings of 
shasta daisies excellent as division 
makers between section of the gar­ 
den and as buffers to help blend 
one group of bright colored flow­ 
ers into another. 
Among the interesting and com­ 
paratively new double types of 
shasta daisy are the Marconi, a 
vigorous growing variety with full 
headed flowers that have shaggy 
petals resembling shredded wheat, 
and Esther Reed, a lower growing 
variety with a ray of wide petals 
and a mounded center that looks 
like a pin cushion.

shrub or vine. Unless Influenced 
by unfavorable growing conditions 
they develop into excellent hardy 
garden plants. 
In the second place jasmines are 
interesting on other counts. They 
possess a variety of blooms. They 
are usually conspicous from a long 
distance. 
The one possessing a 
primrose flower with a double row 
of petals is called Jasminium pri- 
mulinum. It is effective in a dark 
corner where Its bloom the size 
of a quarter light up the area. 
Then there is Jasminium humlle 
native of China but called com­ 
monly Italian Jasmine. It has yel­ 
low flowers. These come in tubular 
clusters and appear ail along the 
strong stems. Jasminium grandi- 
florum. as its name hints, throws 
its white fragrant flowers in sum­ 
mer and fall to attract the atten­ 
tion of every passerby for blocks 
around. 
THE BLOOM OF Jasminium 
beesianum, it has no common 
name, is a delicately painted pink 
flower. This plant often is grown 
as a ground cover, though the plant 
will dress up a trellis or fence. 
Loveliest of all is Jasminium 
azoricum It too is grown mostly 
as a bush. In a small garden it 
claims a place against the warm 
wall. Its pure white flowers come

Our Hemisphere 
In For Dry Spell 


NEW HAVEN, Conn. <UA> — The 
northern hemisphere is slowly get­ 
ting warmer and drier, according 
to Prof. Paul B. Sears of Yale 
University. 
The conservation expert said he 
and his colleagues confirmed this 
by drilling below the surface of 
dried-up lake beds in Mexico and 
New Mexico- They uncovered fos­ 
sil 
pollen 
that 
indicated 
the 
sequence of vegetation and climate 
changes over past centuries. 
Bears reported that a change 
from spruce to pine forests was 
found. 
He said spruce is asso­ 
ciated with cool moist climates and 
pine with warm, dry conditions. He 
concluded that the northern hem­ 
isphere, therefore, is due for the 
warm, dry climate. 
OTHER DRILLINGS showed a 
change from oak, Hr, and alder 
pollen to pine, again indicating a 
change to drier conditions 
Sears said his experiments indi­ 
cated th at the change wUl con­ 
tinue through several centuries be­ 
fore there is a reversal. 
He interjected a note of warn­ 
ing into his report, saying a warm­ 
er and drier climate will mean a 
scarcity of water supplies. He em­ 
phasized that increased use of 
water already Is noticeable with 
the expansion of communities and 
industry. 
“Unless the present trend of 
climate change is cushioned by Im­ 
proved land use and increased ap­ 
plications of conservation of natu­ 
ral resounds, the, w consequences 
may be serious," he concluded.

Third, like hard-working Cali­ 
fornians most jasmines have one 
period of breath taking beauty 
which comes when the new wood 
has finished its growth. Then the 
roots give all their strength to 
the full development of the blooms. 
And they carry that job for over 
a long period. 
AMONG THE JASMINES are 
varieties for every purpose required 
in our gardens. Jasminium primu- 
Unum. the double yellow primrose 
jasmine will grow in the city where 
conditions are never Ideal, it is 
hardy ami able to keep going when 
things get tough. This vine be­ 
comes massive. I have seen it cover 
a wall two stories high. The tide 
branches hung like a huge curtain 
sparkling in gold in early Febru­ 
ary and March. More than that 
specimens are often grown on the 
north or cold side of a house and 
still performs a splendid service. 
Jasminium gracillimum, f r o m 
Borneo, grows happily in heavy 
adobe soil. It has white flowers. 
Jasminium grandiflorum, from 
China, grows, willingly in clayey 
soli, and blooms for months at a 
time. 
Jasminium nitida. dainty with 
tiny white flowers grows independ­ 
ently where cool fogs blow. 
Jasminium nudiflorum g r o ws 
fine in rocky poor soil, for its roots 
push their way through, and every 
stem can anchor itself. 
Jasminium humlle grows hap­ 
pily in the blazing hot sun. 
WE HAVE SPOKEN of the qual­ 
ities of the jasmine plant. But 
what about its growing habit in 
general. The jasmine has a fibrous 
root system which is compact and 
contained in a fairly hallow layer 
of soU New shoots break out from 
the crown in the young specimen, 
while the roots move through the 
soil in a thorough manner. 
Spring is a good time to set out 
the jasmine. Get the plants into 
the soil early so the roots will have 
a good anchor before the hard 
work of summer falls upon them. 
Most of the Jasmines are not 
fussy about the soil, but it is an 
excellent idea to give them a break 
by thoroughly loosening the aoil 
at planting time. It is a good Idea

Radiant panel heating is one of the most interesting developments 
in modern home design and equipment. The newest thing about it is the 
more efficient ways it Is being used in homes. 
Actually Its basic idea is as old as history. The Romans used it and 
so did the ancient Koreans. They tried hollow walls for chimneys and 
masonry ducts under their cold stone floors. 
^ 
Today it Is possible to cement 
— 
' 
* 
thin electric heating sheets to a 
ceiling, much like putting up wall­ 
paper, and there Is your heating 
plant. These new electrical heating 
panels, only 1/1« of an inch thick, 
have 
been 
announced 
by 
the 
United States Rubber Co. 
THE PANELS, which can be 
painted over, radiate heat down 
into a roo. • much like the r*fys of 
the sun. Objects and persons in­ 
tercepting these radiant rays are . 
warmed more than the air In the 
room is warmed. 
Weighing only 8 ounces per 
square foot, the panels comprise a 
thin sheet of c a r b o n -impregnated 
rubber sandwiched between paper« 
and outer surfaces of aluminum 
foil all of which are compressed 
into a rigid and smooth unit. These 
sheets can be bonded to ceilings 
or plaster, gypsum board, or any 
smooth surface. 
RADIANT PANELS, including 
warmed floors, ceilings, or walls, 
are now used successfully in vari­ 
ous forms to heat thousands of 
homes. “Panel heating is over the 
hump,” says the official bulletin 
of the heating industry in discuss-^ 
ing 
public 
acceptance. 
Twenty 
years ago there were probably 
scarcely a half-dozen homes heat­ 
ed by this method. 
The most common type of ra ­ 
diant panel heating today is Urn 
use of colis of hot water pipes em­ 
bedded in concrete floors or in, 
or behind, the plaster of ceilings. 
Circulating warm air also has been 
used for imdistif heating—in ceil­ 
ings of a hollow labyrinth type and 
in ducts around th? perimeter of 
concrete floors—the latter in com­ 
bination with registers. 
Proper insulation Is very im­ 
portant with any form of radiant 
t eat to prevent excessive heat loss. 
When radiant heating units are 
installed In a ceiling the highest 
efficiency can be obtained by using 
reflective 
tabulation 
above 
Use 
heated ceiling, such as between 
the Joists. This reflector is separ­ 
ated from the ceiling by an air 


space 
ALUMINUM FOIL used on the 
electric rubber panels is not for 
the purpose of insulation, since no 
air space Is provided. In direct 
contact with the heating pad, the 
aluminum becomes a conductor 
for the uniform spread of th e heat. 
Because of the complicated fac­ 
tors involved, radiant heating calls 


for professional installation. It is 
no job for the handy-man if he is 
seriously concerned with saving 
money in the long run. 
ADVANTAGES of radiant panel 
heating include complete conceal­ 
ment and the freeing of wall and 
floor space for the placement of 
furniture; 
avoidance 
of 
d u s t 
streaks on walls and ceilings; low­ 
er air temperature and conse­ 
quently less dehydration. 
Disadvantages include no provi­ 
sion for circulation, humid if teation 
and filtering of air; slow reaction 
to sudden temperature changes; 
difficulty of altering an installa­ 
tion.

Since its construction in 1824 
this 
inanimate

weathered shingles has played the 
most vital of all roles in any com­ 
munity—that of bringing people 
together. People have gathered in 
its various rooms for almost 30 
years, 
sometimes 
in 
harmony, 
sometimes in conflict, sometimes 
for gaiety. 
LOCATED AT THE comer of 
De Long and Machín, the building 
has a main hall that has held as 
many as four hundred people at 
an event. 
Its stage has been the scene of 
(numerable programs and dramatic 
productions. Smaller and more in­ 
timate meetings are held in its 
“dining room,“ and the kitchen has 
turned out an endless procession 
of luncheons, teas, dinners and 
banquets. An upstairs apartment 
houses the custodian and his fam­ 
ily, presently Mr. and Mrs. Or­ 
ville Jerve and their two children. 
In U.e basement is the “Youth 
Room” used irse of charge by 
Boy Scouts, Cub Scouts, Teen­ 
agers, Junior Deputies and others. 
Rooms are rented at reasonable 
rutes to a large variety of groups 
and organizations. Among past 
and present tenants are the No­ 
vato Improvement club with its 
garden, drama, arts and crafts, 
•great books,’ and music sections. 
It provides quarters lor the No­ 
vato 
Dance 
Co-operative, 
well 
baby clinic, blood bank, and the 
Lutheran, Christian Science and 
Mormon church services. 
On special occasions it is used 
by the Masonic lodge, Lions club, 
Farm bureau, 4-H club, P. T. A., 
Volunteer fire department, and the 
Adventista* story hour. Twice a 
J month its main hall resounds with

^%^Board of directora of Novato 
Community, Inc , and its various 
committees within its walls. Chil­ 
dren learn ballet techniques.

THE COMMUNITY HOUSE was 
built through the combined efforts 
of groups and individuals In No­ 
vato spearheaded by the Presby­ 
terian church.

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An old letter, written by Mrs. 
Leonora White, graphically ex­ 
plains the beginning of the Com­ 
munity house project. 
Mrs. White was the wife of a 
real estate man in Novato and was 
herself for many years a reporter 
on the Petaluma “Argus Courier” 
in its early days. Her letter reads 
in part: 
“When Mr. White and myself 
landed jti Novato via the railroad 
in February, 1818, my heart sank 
as I looked down the unpaved 
main street. I shrugged, but, where 
Mr. White wanted to be, I would 
make my home. This was the wild 
anu wooly west, though the lack 
of 
cowboys 
was 
disappointing. 
Nearest the depot was a saloon. A 
big watering trough at its curt) 
was fed by a spring across the 
way, which spring also supplied 
the water for the town’s one 
laundry. Here horses and cattle 
came to drink and big horsedrawn 
wagons fined with cans came for 
water for stock when the wells 
had gone dry. 
“On the next corner stood an­ 
other saloon with a big room over 
it. This was the only meeting place 
for social activities, lodge meet­ 
ings and the like. 
it “THE TOWN’S ONE school was 
a low wooden structure, it’s roof 
so leaky that the children sat un­ 
der umbrellas m the rainy season. 
But moist depressing of all was an 
unused store building, it’s dusty 
windows covered with circus post­ 
ers of bygone years. I could not get 
over those posters and when a 
letter came from a cousin telling 
of her activities in jxoviding a 
community gathering place in her 
home town it put ideas in to Mr. 
White’s head. Telling no one, he 
boarded the train to Petaluma, and 
sought Mr. J. P. Me Near, owner 
of the store building. He aaid 4» 
would like to take over the »tort 
building and see what he could do 
in making it a nucleus for com­ 
munity meetings and was applying 
to Mr McNear. McNear growled, 
“You’ve got your nerve.” But as

building was finally opened on 
February 22, 1818, with such fur­ 
nishings as could be solicited, with 
magazines and papers available 
where people might spend a few 
restful hours. 
*. . . The Presbyterians became 
interested and suggested that an 
application for financial help to 
Aimer Newhall, a wealthy phil­ 
anthropist of San Rafael, might 
receive 
favorable 
consideration. 
Newhall took the matter to the 
Country Life department of the 
Domestic Missions of the National 
Presbyterian 
church 
in 
Phila­ 
delphia and help came from it. 
The old store building now dubbed 
“that awful place” was sold for 
$4,800 and the work on the new 
building began. (Other old records 
indicate that the proceeds of the 
sale were used for the construction 
of the Community house.) 
“The 
Community House 
was 
finally built and opened. A cam­ 
paign for subscriptions received in­ 
stant response from everybody in 
the Novato area and elsewhere. 
Those unable to give cash, signed 
notes payable in monthly Install­ 
ments at the local bank which 
handled the funds. Other county 
communities which had tried for 
decades to get a community center 
scoffed “What are those farmers 
up there in the sticks trying to 
build a Community House by free 
subscription for! It can’t be done.” 
But Novato always gets there and 
the work went merrily on. 
“THE PRESBYTERIAN Mission 
board offered to loan sufficient 
funds to finish the building on a 
mortgage using the building as 
security with the definite under­ 
standing that if, when Novato be­ 
came incorporated, or any business 
or organization legally qualified 
to take over the properly, it would 
return to the people of Novato 
who built it and paid ior it after 
the mortgage, insurance costs as­ 
sumed by the board end of her ex­ 
penses had been paid and the Com­ 
munity house was in operation. 
(Later on, a bitter controversy 
aroused the entire community over 
the issue of who actually owned the 
Community house. Some claimed 
that the National Presbytery was 
the owner and that the 188 dona­ 
tion* originally made by citizens of 
the community for building and

THE GOLDEN TEXT 
Jesus Deals 
Divorce Problem 


Wf NEWMAN CAMPBELL 
In the bei'inning of the 19th 
chapter of Matthew, Jesus gives 
us His views on the much disputed 
question of divorce. The rabbis of 
Jesus' slay frequently engaged in 
bitter debate on this question, also 
an important on# which concerns 
us today. 
In this l e s s o n the Pharisees 
were not so much interested in 
divorce itself as they were in seek­ 
ing *to trick Christ into saying 
something that would give them 
an excuse to charge Him with 
blasphemy or worse. 
«It is lawful for a man to put 
away his wife for any cause?" was 
their query. 
JESUS’ a n s w e r WENT back 
to the creation of the world, when 
God made Eve to be Adam s mate. 
«Have ye not m id, that He which 
made them at the beginning made 
them male and female? And said, 
Foe this cause shall a man leave 
father 
and mother, 
and 
shah 
cleave to his wife: and they twain 
shall be one flesh? 
«Wherefore they are no more 
twain, but one flesh. W hat there­ 
fore God hath joined together, let 
not man put su n d er.” 
The Pharisees were not satisfied 
with Christ’s answer, but referred 
Him to Moses who said a man 
could give a bill of divorcement, 
and put his wife away.** 
JESUS* STERN ANSWER was: 
"Because of the hardness of your 
hearts he suffered you to put away 
your wives: but from the beginning 
it was not so." 
Then He stated that it wa* a 
sin for a man to put away his wife 
except for unfaithfulness, and if 
a man married such a woman he, 
too, was guilty of adultery. 
Today, with divorce so frequent, 
the children of the couples are the 
chief sufferers. A huge per cent of 
the youngsters who get into trouble 
with the law are found by social 
workers and police to come from 
broken homes. Do couples think of 
what it may do to the children? 
Christ’s love for children is again 
illustrated for us in the verses 
following: 
MOTHERS 
BROUGHT 
their 
small children to Jesus to have 
Him put His hands to them and 
pray —ble.sing them. The disciples 
rebuked them for so doing, but 
the blessed Christ said, ‘‘Suffer 
little children, and forbid them 
not, to come unto Me: for such 1« 
the kingdom of heaven. And He 
laid His hands on them, and de­ 
parted thence.” 
St. Matthew next tells of a 
young man who came to Jesus 
asking how he could jain eternal 
life. “What good thing shall I do 
that I may have eternal life?” was 
his question. 
This man was not only wealthy, 
but he was a ruler of the syna­ 
gogue an educated and influential 
man. Jesus told him to keep the 
oummandmenu, and r e p e a t e d 


some of them to him. The young 
man said he had kept them all 
his life. 
THEN JESUS SAID to him: «If 
thou wilt be perfect, go and sell 
that thou hast, and give to the 
poor, and thou shalt have treasure 
in heaven: and come and follow 
Me." 
He was a fine young man with 
an excellent moral character and 
if he had taken Jesus* advice he 
would have made a wonderful dis­ 
ciple. He, however, could not bring 
himself to part with his wealth, so 
at Christ’s last word he turned and 
walked away, sorrowing. 
Jesus looked sadly after him 
and said to His disciples, “Verily I 
say unto you, that a rich man 
shall hardly enter into the king­ 
dom of heaven. 
«AND AGAIN I SAT UNTO you, 
it is easier for a eamei to go 
through the eye of a needle, than 
for a rich man to enter into the 
kingdom of God." 
There has been much contro­ 
versy about that saying of Jesus*. 
It seems to me—and I hope many 
will agree—that what He meant 
was that a f»“ 1 who loved money 
more than the sacrificial life of 
Christ and His disciples, could no 
more enter the unknown of God 
than a great beast like a camel 
coud pass through the tiny eye of 
a needl e 
THE DISCIPLES were puxaled 
by these words and asked Jesus 
bow any, then, could be saved? 
Jesus answered, “With man this is 
impossible: but with God all things 
are possible.” 
Peter, whose fearless courage 
after his Lords crucifixion 
and resurrection, wanted to know 
what the reward would be for 
those who had forsaken all and 
followed Him? «What shall we 
have therefore?** he asked. Christ s 
answer was: 
“Everyone that hath forsaken 
. . . all for My sake shall receive 
an hundredfold, and shall inherit 
eternal life."

«Jesus sought me when a strang­ 
er. 
Wandering from the fold of 
God; 
He, to rescue me from danger, 
Inerposed His precious blood.” 
Robert Robinson a young Eng­ 
lish lad, was singing of his own 
salvation when he put those lines 
into his matchless hymn, written 
to thank God for his conversion 
after he had found the “fount of 
every blessing," through the ser­ 
mons of Whiteiield and Wesley. 
Farther on in his song the young 
h y n m ist prayed that he might hold 
fast to his new-found faith, when 
bias wrAjha * 
«Let th at grace now, like a 
fetter, 
Bind my wandering heart to 
Thee." 
BUT EVEN AS HE was writing 
the hymn which has enriched the 
spiritual experience of Christians 
foe nearly two centuries the young 
author must have feared for his 
spiritual moorings, for he ended 
with the confession: 
«Prone to wander, Lord, I feel it; 
Prone to leave the God I love; 
Here’s my heart; O take and 
seal it, 
Seal it for Thy courts above * 
Those who remember how, in 
later life, Robinson actually found 
himself “prone to wander" ipirit- 
ually find a pathetic appeal in 
those closing lines. 
It is said that many years after 
he wrote his hymn of gratitude he 
was riding one day in a stage­ 
coach when one of his fellow-pas- 
sengers, a young man, testified to 
the inspiration and comfort which 
“Come, Thou Fount of Every Bles­ 
sing” had brought into her life. 
She had no idea, as she told her 
story, that she was addressing the 
author of her favorite hymn. At 
first, Robinson listened in silence, 
but as she went on with her re­ 
cital he was deeply moved. Tears 
came to his eyes and he said: 
“Madam, I am the poor, unhappy 
man who 
composed that 
hymn 
many years ago and I would give 
a thousand worlds today, if had 
them, to enjoy the feelings I had 
then.”

Macmillan Does 
Something On Weather 
“Weather is self-evident, but 
man has trained his eye not to 
see,” says T. Morris Longstreth 


One of the most spirited art 
groups in Marin is an informal 
gathering of amateurs, with a 
smattering of professionals, which 
meets every Friday evening in the 
bam studio of Sam Newsom, Mill 
Valley. In existence formally since 
1940. and having weathered the 
war years, they mark their twelfth 
year this Sunday with a retro­ 
spective exhibition at the Prances 
Young gallery, Marin Art and 
Garden Center, Ross. The exhibi­ 
tion Is sponsored by the Marin 
Society of Artists. 
For seven years 
the 
artists 
utilized the studio of Alex Ha us, 
later shifted to Newsom s barn. To 
the casual observer visiting one of 
the sketch sessions there appears 
to be a surprising amount of work 
accomplished with ver y little 
formal organization. 
“Things get done,” explained 
president Geraldine Frlckie, “with­ 
out committees or anything like 
that—I Just ask for volunteers and 
pretty soon the Job’s done." Judg­ 
ing from their enthusiasm it would 
appear they always get it done with 
uninhibited gusto. 
NOT CONTENT to paint from 
the model they have set up reg­ 
ular projects for homework. “This' 
month it s POO,” said longtime 
aketcher Vin Davison, “—we work 
on the paintings at home, later 
bring them in for an evening criti­ 
cism. The show at the gallery will 
be broken down into these various 
categories we’ve worked on in the 
past.” He pointed out a list which 
included the titles Farm Life. 
Circus, Tamalpata, Mi# 
Valley 
buildings, Summer, and Sports. 
There will be well over a hundred 
paintings exhibited.

“guest artist” to exhibit along with 
them, Ray Strong of Mill Valley. 
People attending the afternoon 
“outdoor-off-the-fence" art show 
came away amazed that a handful 
of non-professionals could turn out 
such a large body of fine work. 
Dimltroff’s Frame Shop, Miir 
Valley, will show their work from 
time to time In the future. 
THOUGH INFORMAL they are 
strictly an “invitation" member­ 
ship, charging a small initiation 
fee at the outset and 35 cents per 
sketch session. “We raised it to 
fifty cents once but the attendance 
f«U off so radically we had to re­ 
duce the price again," said Davison. 
Occasionally they paint and draw 
from the nude model but most of 
the models are clothed, seated, and 
pose for several sessions. They 
allow enough flexibility to knock 
off for an Informal lecture, such 
as the time Dr. Jiro Harada of the 
Imperial Museum of Japan was a 
guest of the Newsoms, lectured 
them on Japanese culture. 
Though there are several pro­ 
fessional artists and teachers, a 
large percentage are strictly In the 
amateur class. This includes an 
architect, banker, doctor, plumber, 
draftsman, several housewives, and 
even a secretary from San Quentin.
